He was subscquoiilly elected twice lo the 
United States Congress; and in 1829, 
under the administration of Gen. Jackson, 
he .succeeded Gen. Harrison as Minister 
to Ciiiumbia; the duties of which position 
he discharged in a manner alike creditable 
to liiiii.self and the government which be 
represented. ; 

Jn the late war with Mexico he bore a! 
dislinguisheil p:irt .ns I.ieut, Colonel in the j 
regular service, and his giillanlrv w a-i : 
made the subject of special commendation : 
in the official reports of his superior' 
officers. 

Shortly after the close of the Mexican 
war, the subject of constitutional reform 
was agitated in Kentucky; and as Col. 
Moore was known to be an able and en 
ergetic opponent of the abuses practiced 
under ibe old Constitution, his services 
were again demanded by the people of 
Mercer county, and lie was elected a dele- 
gate to the Constitutional Convention by 
a tremendous majority, and over every 
formidable opposition. Tlie vote polled 
at that election, which was the last time 
he suffered himself to be presented to ihe 
public as a candidate for office, was a fair 
indication of tlic extraordinary hold he 
had upon the affections of the people. —
